HEAVY FIGHTING 
ON ‘RUSS FRONT. 


The Russian war office reports the 
capture of 2,300 prisoners in the vari- 
ous sectors of the eastern front. There 
is heavy fighting at many points on 
the Russian front, and the Austrians 
have opened a powerful offensive south 
of Linewka, and west of Lutsk they 
inaugurated other aggressive actions, 
but, according to Petrograd, were re- 
pulsed. 

The Italian offensive continues with- 
out cessation, both artillery and infan- 
try being employed in strong force 
against the Austrians. 


BRITISH ATTACK 
AT ALL POINTS. 


London, July 3.—The Franco-British 
offensive in France made _ continued 
progress today. Heavy fighting is pro- 
ceeding all along the line, the war 
statements say, especially south of the 
Ancre river, where the British main- 
tain of all of their positions. They have 
captured La Boisselle, the garrison of 
which surrendered, and are fighting 
successfully around Ovillers and north 


of Fricourt. 

The French have captured Herbe- 
court, Assevillers, Buscourt and Flau- 
court and have made other substantial 
gains, taking additional prisoners and 
heavy guns. They are making great 
progress in the direction of the impor- 
tant German junction of Peronne, a 
little over three miles from Herbecourt. 

The British public learned tonight 
that the famous French General Foch, 
who has won 2 great reputation during 
the war, is directing the operations 
south of the Somme river. This has 
given increased confidence in the re- 
sult of the allied offensive. 

The non-committal character of the 
German official statement issued today 
is considered in London as a virtual 
confirmation of the success of the An- 
glo-French operations. The Germans 
admit that the division of their forces 
abutting both banks of the Somme, 
partly withdrawn Saturday, now has 
been brought back to the second line. 

Nothing has been announced from 
either side as to the casualties suf- 
fered. According to the German com- 
munication the Anglo-French losses 
were “extraordinarily heavy.” Accord- 
ing to unofficial British reports, how- 
ever, the British casualties were less 
than had been expected. 

All reports emphasize the tremen- 
dous nature of the British bombard- 
ment. The gunners worked almost in- 
ecessantly, and when there was a slight 
recess in the firing they slept easily 
amid the thunders of the battle. 

Great importance is attached to a 
newly invented mortar, which played 
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NEAR PERONNE. 

Paris, July 3.—The third day of the 
battle of the Somme shows that the 
Franco-British lines have been further 
advanced wi the French right sweep- 
ing to the eastward south of the 
Somme, a group of strategic villages, 
a large number of German prisoners 
and heavy guns have been taken. 

The advanced French lines now are 
only three miles from the important 
railway junction of Peronne, the de- 
fense of which has been greatly weak- 
ened by the capture by the French on 
Sunday of Mereaucourt woods, south of 
the Somme and between Feuilleres and 
Frise. This was the strongest for- 
tified position of the German second 
line of defense on the entire front of 
the attack, but the French division, 
which took Frise, continued to advance 
with such impetus that the Germans 
were unable to resist, even under the 
protection of this formidable work. 

One of the fiercest struggles was for 
the stone quarry, also strongly forti- 
fled, three-quarters of a mile east of 
Curlu. Here the Germans tried to 
stem the tide by a desperate counter 
attack, but the French-African colo- 
nials, one of the most celebrated corps 
of the French army, rushed the posi- 
tion with such energy that the Ger- 
mans broke before the bayonet. 

The French success at Frise also 
was brilliant, as it straightened their 
lines south of the elbow of the Somme, 
thus avoiding exposure to cross-fire. 
The French announcement today of 
the capture of the village of Herbe- 
court and the outskirts of Estree and 
Assevillers carried the advance about 
six miles beyond the point of depart- 
ure Saturday. 

The impetuosity of the French ad- 
vance is shown in the taking of these 
villages, which were strongly fotified 
with the barbed wire entanglements 
across the streets. The stone houses 
were transformed into batteries of 
machine guns and the entire villages 
were enveloped in a dense network of 
barbed wire entanglements. Military 
observers say that these villages had 
a resisting power comparable with 
that of Douvuaumont. 

Summing up the French advance 
south of the Somme, two main features 
are disclosed: First, the occupation 
for a length of eight kilometres of 
first line German trenches from the 
Somme to the village of Fay, and in- 
cluding five villages; second, a double 
line of German trenches extending 
from Haracourt woods to Assevillers. 

The struggle continues with inten- 
sity. Observers declare that the first 
three days’ successes, while great, are 
only initial episodes in the increasing 
pressure of a vast offensive. 


FRENCH CONQUER 


MORE VILLAGES. 

Paris, July 3.:—The French, advanc- 
ing to the east of the Mereaucourt 
wood, have captured the Chapitre wood 
and the village of Feuilleres. Further 
to the south Assevillers has been taken 
by an infantry assault, according to 
an official statement issued by the war 
office tonight.. 

South of Assevillers the French have 
taken the second line of German en- 
trenchments as far as the outskirts of 
Estrees and have advanced beyond the 
second German line, where they have 
captured the village of Buscourt and 
Flaucourt. The total advance at this 
section was five kilometres. 

The text of the French statement fo] 
lows: 

“North of the Somme the situation 
tion has occurred during the day. 

“South of the Somme our troops, pur- 
suing their success east of the Mereau- 
court woods, took possession this morn- 
ing of the Chapitre wood and the vil- 
lage of Feuilleres. Further to the 
south, Assevilieres, the center of a 
powerful defensive German organiza- 
tion, has been attacked and carried by 
our infantry after a brilliant assault. 

“South of Assevilleres we have con- 
quered the second German line as far 
as the outskirts of Estrees.

As a regult of the ques- 
tioning of these men in our hands it 
has been learned that the preparatory 
fire of our artillery was very effica- 
cious, not only in annihilating defén- 
sive organizations, but in rendering im- 
possible all lateral] communication be- 
hind the lines and in preventing the 
bringing up of provisions. At the same 
time our artillery fire made it impossi- 
ble for the enemy to transmit orders 
to the troops engaged in the opera- 
tions. 

“During the preparatory offensive 
fire of our artillery French aviators set 
fire to thirteen captive German bal- 
loons. Two others were set on fire 
July 1. During the attack our aero- 
plane scouts were masters of the front. 
During this time only nine aeroplanes 
of the enemy showed themselves and 
not one crossed our lines. Of these 
nine machines, one was destroyed.

“West of the Meuse (Verdun front) 
attempts of the French to retake cap- 
tured trench sections of Hill 304, led to 
minor infantry engagements.

Capture of Over 2,300 Pris-| 


oners Reported by Petro- 
grad — Teutons Attack at 
Some Points, But Are Re- 
pulsed. ; 


Petrograd, July 3.—(Via London.)— 
The Russians are battering persistent- 
ly at the solid wall of the German 
defenses west and north of Lutsk, be- 
yond the Shara river. The Germans 
have taken the offensive at various 
points and fierce battles are reposted 
daily, with little change in the align- 
ment. 

The Germans are pouring reinforce- 
ments to this front from Kovel, Vliadi- 
mir-Volynski and Shokal, apparently 
making a desperate attempt to push 
the Russians back upon Lutsk. Their 
only success has been to bend the Rus- 
sian flank positions at the cost of a 
fearful toll in dead, into an arc center- 
ing on the village of Torchin, 15 miles 
northwest of Lutsk. 

Along the whole line northward to 
Riga the Germans are attacking on 
widely separated and narrow fronts, 
but apparently without co-ordination, 
The only success admitted by military 
critics is in the region northwest of 
Nowogrodek, where the Germans threw 
Little im- 
portance is attached to this, due to the 
swampy nature of the terrain, which, 
it is expected, makes the development 
of an offensive impossible. 

General Brusslloff's advance in the 
Kolomea region has distinctly slowed 
up and is less spectacular than during 
the last fortnight, but .continues to 
record successes. 


RUSSIANS CAPTURE 
MORE PRISONERS. 


Petrograd, July 3.—(Via London.)— 
The capture of more than 2,300 prison- 
ers and a number of guns on various 
sectors of the eastern front is reported 
in an official statement issued by the 
Russian war office tonight. The text 
of the statement follows: 

“Fierce battles continue between the 
Styr and the Stokhod and to the south 
of these rivers. On the Koptche-Ghele- 
novkKa-Zobary front, after gusts of gun 
fire, the Germans left their trenches 
and attempted an assauit upon our 
lines. They were repulsed by our fire. 

“Under the cover of bombardment 
of extreme violence, the enemy opened 
an offensive south of Linewka, but was 
checked by us. In this fighting, the 
valiant Colonels Pampushkoand Dash- 
kevitgorbatsky were wounded. We took 
prisoners sixteen officers and 800 sol- 
diers and captured nine machine guns. 

“In the region of Dubilno and Zatur- 
see (west of Lutsk), the Austrians took 
the offensive in massed formation, but 
were repulsed with heavy losses.: We 
took prisoners here more than 700 
men and captured three machine guns. 

“East of the village of Ougrinov, mid- 
way between Lutsk and Gorochow, 
fresh enemy forces held up our attack 
and pressed us closely. At this stage 
of the battle the enemy, who was mak- 
ing progress, was attacked on the 
flank by our cavalry under Colonel 
Kortchenof?f. By an impetuous on- 
Slaught, the enemy was overthrown 
and the majority sabred. This cavalry 
attack enabled our infantry to resume 
the offensive and we took here 800 pris- 
oners. 

“In the region of Issakoff, on the 
right bank of the Dniester, southeast 
of Nijniff, the enemy took the offensive 
in superior numbers. We launched a 
counter offensive and in the course of 
the flerce fight which followed the gal- 
lant Cossack commander, Colonel Pop- 
off, was wounded. 

“According to supplementary reports 
of the fighting near Pechenizyn, west 
of Kolomea, General Letchitzky’'s troops 
have captured seven cannon and four 
caissons. 

“On our right wing, in the region of 
Riga, our land and sea artillery bom- 
barded the enemy's lines. An enemy 
aeroplane dropped 20 bombs in an ef- 
fort to damage our ships, but without 
result. It disappeared when attacked 
by one of our seaplanes. On General 
Evert’s front on Saturday night the 
Germans carried out a gas attack in 
the sector south of Smorgon and cap- 
tured part of our trenches, but were 
subsequently dislodged. 

“Caucasus front: West of Platana 
the Turks attacked at dawn on Satur- 
day positions which we had captured 
from them the day previously, but were 
repulsed by our fire and counter attack 
and left numerous dead on the field. 

“A Turkish attempt to attack our 
troops in the region of Djivizlvk was 
repulsed by the concentrated fire of 
our batteries.

“Infantry fighting on the northern 
slopes of Monte Pasubio continued with 
great violence. . 

“In the Posina valley we occupied a 
spur northwest of Monte Pruche and 
‘Monte Molino in the Zara valley and 
Monte Scatolari in the Rio Frezzo. 

“Operations against Corno del Cos- 
ton, Monte Helugio and Monte Cimone, 
the enemy’s main points of resistance, 
developed.

The Russians also attacked at many 
points along the northern part of the 
front, against Field Marshal von Hin- 
but gained no ad- 
vantage.

“Russian torpedo boatz and the 
ship of the line Slava bomibarded the 
Courland coast east of Raggasem 
without result. They were attacked

New York, July 3.—Mrs. Hetty Green, 
said to be the wealthlest woman in the 
world, died at her home here today at 
8:05 o’clock. , 

She had suffered three strokes of 
paralysis during the past two months, 
and for several weeks had been practi- 
cally helpless. She was 80 years old. 
Her death occurred at the home of her 
son, Colonel Edward R. H. Green, at No. 
5 West Ninetieth street, adjoining the 
plain brick, four-story house at No. 7, 
on the corner of Central Park, west, 
where Mrs. Green had lived lately in 
seclusion, except for her gon and sev- 
eral Japanese servants and trained 
nurses. For several weeks past Mrs. 
Green had been unable to walk and had 
spent practically all of her time in a 


wheel chair. 

Her son, Colonel! Green, and her 
daughter, Mrs. Matthews Astor Wilks, 
who were the only children, had been 
with her much of the time and it was 
recently reported that Mrs. Green had 
turned over all of her financial affairs 


to her son’s charge. 

Both Mrs. Wilks and Colonel Green 
were at their mother’s bedside when 
she died. Notwithstanding that she had 
suffered paralytic strokes, the end was 
rather sudden, for yesterday Mrs. Green 
seemed in better spiris than for some 
time. Last night, however, a grave 
relapse occurred and during the night 
Mrs. Green became unconscious at in- 
tervals. The end came during one of 
these periods. 

Mrs. Green’s body will be taken to- 
morrow to Bellows Falls, Vermont. 
Funeral services will be held there 
Wednesday. Mrs. Green’s son and 
daughter will accompany the body. 

Mistress of Finance. 


Hetty Green was the world’s most 
remarkable mistress of finance. The 
fortune she has left is close to $100,- 
000,000. The richest woman in Amer- 
ica, she lived almost as frugally as a 
shop-girl. Her home was wherever 
she chose for a time to hang her little 
black cape and bonnet, often in the 
hall bedroom of some cheap boarding 
house, or in some remote and modes c 
flat around New York. 

Her eccentric extremes of economy 
led to a popular misconception of her 
as a “self-made woman.” AS a matter 
of fact she was born rich. In 1865 she 
inherited some $10,000,000, which ac- 
cumulated upon itself until in fifty 
years it had multiplied nearly ten 
times. She also inherited family tra- 
ditions which had been a pride for three 
centuries, and which she was anxious 
to perpetuate in her children. 

She was born on November 21, 1835, 
at New Bedford, Mass. This old mari- 
time city was founded by her ancestor, 
John Howland, a Puritan, who came 
over on the Mayflower and who named 
the place after Bedford, his family home 
in England. In succéeding generations 
the Howland family became famous in 
the whaling industry and _ shipping 
trade with China, and had an irre- 
proachable social standing. Edward 
Mott Robinson, who had also amassed 
a fortune in a similar way in New Bed- 
ford, married Abby Howland, of whom 
Hetty Robinson, the future mistress of 
finance, was born. She was sent toa 
Quaker school on Cape Cod, and to a 
seminary in Boston, and got her first 
lessons in finance when her ageing 
father entrusted het with ‘some of his 
books. 

She was just 30 years old when her 
father died suddenly, leaving her his 
niné millions, one million outright and 
the income from the other eight, the 
principal to be held in trust for her 
children. It is forgotten that Hetty 
Green, then Robinson, was a belle in 
New York society. According to her 
own stories she “often danced the 
whole night through.” Even then, how- 
ever, she lived in a boarding house and 
was so Saving that rather than pay 
earfare, she would pull a pair of heavy 
woolen stockings over her shoes and 
walk through the snow to parties. 

Almost at the same time that her 
father died, her aunt, Sylvia Ann How- 
land, passed away, leaving several mil- 
lion dollars. 
had been brought up from childhood to 
count this money as hers, and that the 
aunt expressed hope that Hetty would 


some day become, as she did, the rich-~ 


est woman in the country. 
Litigation Over Will. 

The division of the aunt's estate, 
however, was not as expected. Three 
years after the aunt’s death Hetty 
ureen appeared in the United States 
circuit court in Massachusetts with a 
will which she wanted substituted for 
the one already probated. This will 
was in Mrs. Green’s own handwriting, 
and some of the most famous experis 
of the day declared under oath their 
belief that the two signatures it con- 
tained were not made by the aunt, but

One was how she 
negotiated once for a special engine 
to take her from Philadelphia to New 
York so that she might not miss a 
chance to make several thousand dol- 
lars before the close of the stock ex- 
change. A price was named by the 
railroad company for an engine and 
one car. After haggling a few min- 
utes, Mrs. Green made this final prop- 
osition: 

“Take off the car and make it $5 
less. I’Hogride in the locomotive cab.” 
This she did, and reached Wall street 
in time to make a successful turn. 

Dressed in simple and sometimes 
shabby black, with a little bonnet 
that would stand a lot of wear, the 
woman of millions moved about in 
downtown New York, recognized only 
by a few who had been initiated into 
the secret of her identity. She never 
rode in a carriage, and was never seen 
at the theater or opera. Her abiding 
place was usually a mystery to the tax 
collector, whom she admittedly dodged. 

Bryan on Hetty Green. 

William Jennings Bryan when in 
congress arguing in favor of an in- 
come tax said: 

“Hetty Green enjoys 
Which can scarcely be less than 
$3,000,000 a year, yet she lives at a 
cheap boarding house and spends only 
a few hundred dollars. This woman, 
under your indirect system of taxation, 
does not pay as much toward the sup- 

ort of the federal overnment as a 
aboring man whose facome of $500 is 
spent upon his family.” 

Her most pretentious home was at 
Bellows Falls, Vt., where she spent 
many summers, but even this place 
was notorious therefor never being in 
repair. In winter she hid herself in 
some of the least expensive neighbor- 
hoods aroundNew York, guarding her 
identity by putting the name of her 
pet dog, “Dewey,” on the doorplate. 
Her daughter, Sylvia, was her only 
companion. The latter she kept from 
society, but in 1909 consented to her 
marriage, at the age of thirty, to Mat- 
thew Astor Wilks, a wealthy New 
Yorker of 57 years. The lonely mother 
then removed herself for a time to a 
suite of rooms in one of the most fash- 
ionable Fifth avenue hotels, but this 
luxury was soon given up. 

It was Hetty Green's ambition to 
make her son, Edward Howland Green, 
the richest man in the country. She 
put him through many severe tests to 
try out his business qualifications. A 
story is told that when he was a boy 
she sent him out to the street corner to 
sell the morning paper from which she 
had read the financial news. She final- 
ly sent him to Texas, where he event- 
ually worked himself to the front as a 
railroad man and financier. Since 1893 
he has been president .of the Texas 
Midland railroad and a factor in many 
other interests. In late years he large- 
ly assumed the management of his 
mother’s property. 

Typical of some of the turnovers by 
which they made large sums of money, 
was the sale of hundreds of acres of 
land in Chicago which they had ob- 
tained years befare under foreclosure 
proceedings for a few hundred thou- 
sand dollars and which sold for mil- 
lions. 

Hetty Green's investments were 
largely in mortgages, and whenever 
she invested in anything it was only 
after she had made the most minute 
personal examination of the properties. 
She never disclosed in detail the se-

it was mainly in buying when things 
were cheap and never selling until they 
were high. If asked for advice as to 
| what would be good to invest in, her 
epigrammatic answer was usually “the 
other world.” 

While never intensely religious, she 
was a frequent attendant at Quaker 
meetings, and only a few years ago 
she, like her daughter, was baptized 
in the Episcopal church. 

She emphatically denied that her dis- 
position was miserly. During the panic 
of 1907-08 she made loans which tided 
over many wealthy New Yorkers. Two 
years before the panic, it was said, she 
had gathered in a large portion of her 
money and was prepared when the 
storm broke to lend a helping hand, at 
a good rate of interest. It was some- 
times intimated that upon her death the 
country might be surprised‘ at the dis- 
position she would make of her wealth.

Council's action Monday in placing

It is peculiarly fitting that for this dem- 
onstration Atlanta should have chosen In- 
Ggependence Day. It is the day of all others 
to inspire patriotic sentiment, and it makes 
it doubly our duty to speak, by marching, 
with a unanimity that cannot be mistaken. 

Other cities throughout the country, par- 
ticularly the larger ones, have held their 
parades significant of preparedness senti- 
ment. In none of them has true patriotism 
been lacking. But with the Declaration of 
Independence at her back, Atlanta has in- 
centive and opportunity the others have 
not had. 

Jt is the nation’s foremost day, nor will 
there be any half-heartedness in Atlanta’s 
response to it. 


BETTER LAND TITLES. 


How long do Georgians propose to sub- 
mit to the foolhardy process of having titles 
examined and paying a big fee therefor 
évery time a piece of real estate is trans- 
ferred from one owner to another? 

The Georgia legislature has before it 
now a measure whose enactment will 
remedy this situation. And it will pass the 
bill if those who are interested in better 
land titles will simply insist upon it to the 
point of showing that they are interested 
and are anxious to have the Torrens system 
written into the Georgia statutes. 

When a piece of property changes hands 
today some lawyer or title company makes 
examination of its past history and charges 
a substantial fee therefor. When the prop- 
erty next changes hands this examination 
doesn’t amount to u row of pins. The new 
purchaser must get another lawyer, have 
another examination made and pay another 
“ee, and so it goes on in endless chain 
process. 

If Georgia had the Torrens system, or a 
suitable adaptation of it, all of this extraor- 
dinary and unnecessary expense would be 
done away with. But more than that, the 
inconvenience of the present system and the 
expenditure of time required for title exam- 
ination would wholly disappear. 

. Once the title to a piece of real estate 
ig established before the court under the 
‘lorrens system and a certificate of owner- 
ship from the ‘court is issued, the status of 
the title is fixed for all time to come. The 
_ purchaser accepts the certificate, hag it re- 
 _gerded in his own name, gets a new certifi- 
-eate from the court and there is the end of 
ft. There is no more examination and no 
more expense for that service. 
_- Georgia’s failure to enact a law for the 
proper registration of land titles can be 
ascribed only to indifference. Indifference 
- om the part of owners of real estate natur- 


ally begets indifference on the part of legis- 
lators. There is no doubt about the fact 
that many individual owners of realty are 
deeply interested in this matter; but, unfor- 
tunately, they have not become stirred up 
about it in sufficient numbers to incite the 
legislature to action. ‘ 

There is scarcely a legislator but will 
readily admit that the Torrens law is a good 
thing and that Georgia ought to have it, and 
yet they do nothing. But sooner or later, 
unless they do it now, an aroused public 
sentiment is going. to make Georgia legisla- 
tors wonder why they did not do something 
along this line before. 

If it were a question of state economy 
there might be some possible excuse; but 
here is a matter in which registration fees 
will more than pay the expense involved 
and remove all doubt as to property owner- 
ship. 

Besides. the rural credits bill has just 
been pasged by congress. In the enactment 
of the Torrens law the legislature can make 
rural credits valuable to Georgia farmers 
without the unnecessary and too often ex- 
cessive expense of title examination. 


LOCAL SCHOOL TAXATION. 


If any argument were needed iu behalf 
of the importance of enacting the bills by 
President Ogden Persons, of the state senate, 
amending the constitution so as to bring 
about a universal system of local taxation 
for public school purposes throughout the 
state, it is abundantly found in the figures 
showing what has been done along this line 
in the United States as a whole and in 
specific sections of the country. 

The principle of local taxation for public 
school purposes is now so well established 
throughout the United States that more 
than 75 per cent of all the money raised 
for school purposes in the entire country is 
secured by this method. A brief study of 
the following table will show that Georgia 
is not only behind the country as a whole 
in the matter of local school taxation, but 
is at the tail end of the states of the south, 
all of which, with perhaps the single ex- 
ception of Alabama, have long since out- 
distanced her in this soluticn of the public 
school problem. 

Here is what the table shows as to the 
source of all public school funds per- 
centages:

This indicates that Georgia is at the tag 
end of the procession. It is 10) per cent 
behind the northern division and 50 per 
cent behind the other states of the south, 
taken in the aggregate. Proportionately 
speaking, Georzia is contributing more from 
her state treasury for public education in 
proportion to the amount of local taxes col- 
lected than almost any other state in the 
union, 

What is the answer? Clearly and un- 
mistakably it is that the counties of this 
state are not doing their duty in the matter 
of meeting the demands upon them of their 
own people. They are continuing to depend 
upon the state to their own disadvantage, 
for the state cannot, no matter how far it 
goes, supply sufficient funds to give to each 
child all the school facilities to which it is 
fairly entitled. 

Moreover, until some definite action is 
taken to bring about local taxation for 
school in every county in the state, those 
counties which contribute nothing téward 
the education of their own children cannot 
expect or hope to have either the best of 
common school facilities or any high 
schools at all. The important results at- 
tained from local taxation have already 
been demonstrated by the approximately 
forty Georgia counties which have adopted 
the local tax system. 

To remedy the situation in Georgia, 
President Persons, of the state senate, pro- 
poses two amendments to the constitution, 
one setting apart a special state tax of two 
mills to be distributed to the several county 
and local school systems of the state, ac- 
cording to school population, and the other 
requiring the board of education in each 
county to assess and collect annually for 
the support of public schools, not less than 
two nor more than five mills on the dollar 
of all taxable property in the county, the 
proceeds to be distributed equably among 
all of the county’s public schools. 

Certainiy there is no county in Georgia 
which can reasonably object to such re- 
quirement as this—to the requirement that 
it shall help its own children in securing 
that reasonable education which it is the 
duty of state and community to give.

That the recent sea battle between the 
British and German fleets has proven @ glo- 
rifieation of the dreadnaught, and that it 
has justified the program advised by naval 
experts of the United States for the last 
years, is the assertion made by 
George Dewey, admiral of the navy and presi- 
dent of the general board of the Navy League 
He asserts this in an 
article upon “Lessons of Skagerrack,”’ which 
appear in “Sea Fower,” the official publica- 
tion of the Navy league. 

ixtracts from the article follow: 

The most titanic clash of sea*forces in the 
history of the world took place off the mouth 
of the Skagerrack, on May 31, between the 
German and British fleets. From a naval 
standpoint, this is the most interesting event 
in the present generation. [ts importance is 
not so much due to the results one way or 
another in advantage to the contestants as in 
the lessons it teaches with relation Xo the

The Warspite is a vessel readily compar- 
able with our own Texas and New York. She 
has a similar displacement, 27,500 tons. She 
has eight 16-inch guns where the American 
ships have ten 14-inch guns.

What 
she did American dreadnaughts should be 
able to do. 

The Marlborough is a 25,000-ton ship. of 
about the class of our Arkansas and Wyo- 
ming. She, too, stood a vast amount of pun- 
ishment, including that of being torpedoed. 
A number of fighting ships have been sunk 
in the present war by torpedoes, but they 
were mostly old vessels and without the re- 
sistance of the newer ships. The impression 
that a torpedo is sure to prove the und:sing 
of the dreadnaughts has not yet been dem- 
onstrated and the survival of the Marlbor- 
ough tends to disprove it. 

A third and most interesting phase of 
the battle of Skagerrack was the attack of 
destroyers on both sides. These tiny ships, 
which were intended to serve the purpose of 
a screen, to be outriders and scouts of the 
big ships, had currently been regarded here- 
tofore as being incapable of attacking first- 
clasa ships in the daytime. Destroyers are 
intended to creep in on the big ships, unleash 
their torpedoes, and attempt to escape before 
they are sunk. 

In the North sea battle, the German de- 
stroyers descended upon the. British fleet, 
got. in close and discharged their torpedoes. 
It is believed that near a dozen of them were 
sunk, and it is probably true that they did 
not succeed in destroying any British first- 
class ship. 

it is believed that the British fleet re- 
sponded by sending its destroyers into the 
midst of the German fleet under similar cir- 
cumstances, Certain it is that something 
near a dozen British destroyers were lost. ‘% 

Heavy Loss of Life. 

A point of intense interest to the general 
public in this first big sea fight of modern 
navies is the higgh rate of loss of life aboard 
ships sunk. When a battleship is stripped 
for action there: is.certainly no place on her 
deck for boats that might be used for life- 
saving. She has aboard, however, pneumatic 
rafts, and every man has his pneumatic belt 
which would keep him afloat. 

in time of battle, however, there is no 
time and no inclination to make use of these 
devices. When a battleship is hit and 
seriously damaged there is no way of know- 
ing whether or not she is about to sink. It 
may be possible that she will remain afloat 
for hours, or that she may not sink at all. 
Her purpose is to continue to damage the 
enemy to the greatest possible extent. A 
single final shot from a sinking ship may be 
the blow that will turn the tide of battle and 
the destiny of empires. 

All Die With Their Ships. 

A damaged battleship, therefore, contin- 
ues to fight. The men remain in the fire 
rooms, in the turrets, at their guns. Every 
man continues that edges ge ee job which is 
his in fighting the ship as long as she may 
strike a blow. It therefore happens that 
when the battleship goes down there is prac- 
tically nobody on deck and there is no man 
who may leave his post in time to put on a 
lift belt or launch a raft. Quite naturally 
every man dies with the ship. 

‘American Program Justified. 

There is a constant tendency on the part 
of the publi¢e to go off at a tangent in its 
enthusiasm for the class of ships that at a 
given time is attracting wide attention. Last 
fall, for instance, the public clamored for 
many submarines. Later the battle cruiser 
has been attracting much attention to itself 
because the incidental clashes of the present 
war have been battles between scout ships. 
So the clamor this spring has been very 
largely for battle cruisers, 

The dreadnaught has attracted very little 
attention because she has not heretofore been 
in the fighting. The publie did not see that 
the: very existence of British dreadnaughts 
in the North sea resulted in the bottling up 
of all Germany. The present clash demon- 
strates that in the final issue it is the dread- 
naught which means victory or deféat.

GOVERNOR HARRIS SUBMITS REPORT 
OF W. & A. COMMISSION TO LEGISLATURE 


Governor Harris Monday submitted to the 
general assembly the report of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad commission, reviewing 
its work since its creation and carrying 
certain recommendations. 

The. report includes data gathered by the 
cummission concerning extending the West- 
ern and Atlantic to the sea. J. A. J. Hen- 
derson, of Ocilla, has suggested a feasible 
Plan to the committee. The committee has 
not yet finished its examination of this plan 
and does not consider it practical to make a 
comprehensive statement as yet. 

In regard io the present property, the 
commission comments upon the icareless su- 
pervision exercised by the state over so val- 
uable a piece of property. The report fur-+ 
ther States that the commission is not vet 
In pessession of aufficiently complete infor- 
mation to justify its reaching a final con- 
clusion as to the numerous questions involved 
in a wise and adviuntageous future disposition 
of the roid and its properties. — 

The commission believes that the consum- 
mation of an advantageous leasing of the 
property is materially handicapped by the re- 
strictions upon the granting of trackage 
rights by any lessee under the present act.

During the course of its investigation, 
members of tne commission have involun- 
tarily, at times, wondered if there was an- 
other picce of property in this country, of 
such value and importance as the state road, 
concerning which the owners of the proper- 
ty had as little information and had exer- 
ciscd as careless supervision gover, as the 
state of Georgia has with reference to this 
property; and tke task imposed upon the 
commission of assembling full, aceurate and 
detailed information and facts necessary in 
reaching satisfactory ccnclusions as to the 
advantageous re-leasing, or other future dis- 
position of the road, in whole or in part, 
has been made slow and difficult by the al- 
most complete lack of connected and satis- 
factory records ccnceerning the sume. 

In this connection the commission deems 
it an act orf simple justice and appreciation 
to exvres¢s here a sense of its obligations tc 
the present lessee, and particularly to its 
presicent. Mr. John Howe FPeyton, and its 
chief engineer, Mr. Hunter McDonald, for 
their ready and valuable co-operation in its 
work. 

The present lessee has been in possession 
of the road and its properties for over a 
quarter of a century, and is far more fa- 
miliar with the physical preperties of the 
road than is the state itseif, and without the 
hearty co-operation afforded the commission 
by it, the task of gathering such informa- 
tion as it now has, would have been much 
more difficult and expensive. 

Up to this time the commission has not 
felt that it was in possession of sufficient- 
ly complete and dctailed information and 
data to justify it in reaching final conelu- 
sion as to the numerous questions involved 
in a wise and advantageous future disposi- 
tion of the road and its properties. 

The commission, after careful considera- 
tion. has reached the conclusion that the pro- 
viso in section 11-A of the lease act, which 
places certain restrictions upon the granting 
of trackage rights by any lessee under the 
act. should be stricken. 

The commission is satisfied that this re- 
striction would have a materiel effect upon 
the rental which may be offered by any 
prospective lessee if it did not altogether 
cause some possible bidder to refrain from 
submitting a bid at all. With this amend- 
ment, section 11-A of the act would contain 
subsiantially the same restrictions as one 
in the lease act of 1889. 

Special] attention is directed to the nu--° 
merous encroachments upon the state’s prop- 


_ erty mentioned under that portion of this re- 


port dealing with the program of the work 
of the commission assigned to counsel, some 
of which are of minor and others of large 
importance. 

Among the latter are two or three con- 
cerning which the commission asks specific 
legislative djrection. 

The commission is of the opinion that it 
is not practicable for the general assembly 
to investigate and give directions as to the 
proper disposition of each of several hundred 
encroachments or adverse uses, and there- 
fore respectfully suggests that it be given 
authority and power to handle end make final 
disposition of all these encroachments or 4d- 
verse uses, except in such cases as it has 
asked for specific directions. 

The commission has had its counsel draft 
hills concerning the last two above mention- 
ed subjects, and these will be handed to the 
cheirman of the senate and house comniit- 
tees on the Western and Atlantic railroad 
with the request that they be instroduced in 
each house, and with the hope that they 
meyv neet with the general assembly's favor- 
able consideration. 

The commission is of the opinion that with- 
in a comparatively brief period of time, It 
will be in possession of sufficiently full and 
detailed information upon which it will feel 
authorized to invite bids for, or open nego- 
tiations lookine to the re-lease of the road. 

In its opinion it is desirable that this 
should be now done at the earliest practica- 
ble date, as the unexpired term of the pres- 
ent lease is rapidlv vhortening and in a 
matter of such magnitude as this, it is vi- 
tally important to all interested, that sif- 
ficient time be allowed for provisions nes- 
essary to be made prior to the actual expira- 
tion of the present lease.

ically under the ban if a bill introduced 
in the house of representatives yes- 
terday by Representative H. A. Pea- 
eock, of Dougherty county, becomes @ 
law. 

Under this law, not only would the 
usurer lose his excess of interest 
charged, but his victim would be em- 
powered to recover by action twice the 
amount of the usurious interest paid, 
provided that the action were started 


| within a year following the time of col- 


lection of the usurious interest. 

The bill provides that “the taking, 
receiving, reserving or charging of a 
rate of interest greater than is allowed 
by law, when knowingly done, shall 
be deemed a forfeiture of the entire 
interest which the note, bill or other 
evidence of debt ecarries with it, or

A former legislature enacted a law 
making possible the abolishment of this 
county office and empowering the 
county authorities to arrange with 
gome local banker as the custodian of 
the county’s funds and designating him 
a person to perform the duties of the 
treasurer.

Anti-Trading Stamp 
Measure Introduced 
By Three Legislators 


Fathered by Representatives John B. 
Hutcheson, of Turner; M. J. Yeomans, 
of Terrell, and C. D. Redwine, of Fay- 
ette county, an anti-trading stamp bill 
was introduced in the house at its ses- 
sion yesterday morning. 

The bill would make illegal the sale 
or distribution by merchants of any 
form of trading stamps, coupons, etc., 
with purchases of merchandise. It 
provides, however, that the law would 
not apply to trading stamps and cou- 
pons or similar articles issued by the 
vendor directly to the purchaser of 
merchandise, in which no one other 
than the vendor and the purchaser has 
any interest, and Which are redeemable 
directly by the vendor in this state, 
either in cash or as a credit or a re- 
bate on the purchase price of goods 
purchased. 


CONSOLIDATED SCHOOL 


BILL IS INTRODUCED: 


President Persons, of Senate, 
Would Establish Community 
School in Every District. 


Monday morning in the senate Presi- 
dent G. Ogden Persons introduced a 
bill to consolidate the school districts, 
which was drawn up by L. A. Dean, 
of Rome, chairman of the county board 
of education of Floyd county. 

The bill authorizes the county boards 
of education to lay out and establish 
consolidated school districts that shall 
be political divisions of the state and

C,, a Dill 
was introduced in the senate 
to amend the section of the 
tion which provides for the incorpora- 
tion of railroads, so as to include in- 
terurban lines. 

It is understood that as soon as this 
amendment is made the Atlanta and 
| Anderson Railway company will make 
application for charter. It will take 
thirty days to obtain such a charter 
after application, and as soon 4s 
charter is granted the actual work of 
construction of the road will begin. 

No Provision Made. 

The amendment is asked upon a 
cision of the supreme court, which 
points out that when this act was ap- 
proved, December 7, 1892, electric rail- 
ways were not in general use, and no 
provision was made in the act for the 
extension of such railways. This dae- 
cision calls the attention of the gen- 
eral assembly to the fact that accuiate 
- provision should be made for such en- 
terprises. 

The proposed electric railroad will 
be approximately 150 miles long, the 
longest electric railway inthe south, At 
Anderson it will connect with the in- 
terurban line of James B. DuKe, which 
runs from Charlotte, N. C., to Anderson 
and Greenwood, S. ©C., thus forming an 
electric railway system from Atlanta 
to Charlotte. The Duke line’ from 
Charlotte to Anderson has been in op- 
eration for some time. The line from 
Atlanta to Anderson will represent an 
investment of more than $10,000,000, 
| and its construction and operation will 
give employment to many people, and 
[wil materially increase the . taxable 
values along its right-of-way.

The line from Anderson to Atlanta 
will run through the following coun- 
ties:

WANTS HIGH SCHOOL IN 
EVERY GEORGIA COUNTY 


Representative Smith Wants 
State to Assist Smaller Coun- 
ties Establish High School. 


Representative M. G. Smith, of Dade 
county, wants a high school established 
‘in every county in Georgia, and yester- 
day he introduced a bill in the lower 
house in conformity with that desire. 

The bill provides that in every coun- 
ty in the state in which there is none 
already—nor a college or university re- 
ceiving maintenance appropriations 
from the state—a high school shall be 
established, and the governor, com- 
{missioner of agriculture and the su- 
| perintendent of education, according to 
the act, would constitute a board with 
authority to institute such high schools. 

This board would be compelled to se- 
cure the necessary site, comprising not 
less than five actes of ground, in every 
county where there is no high school, 
state-supported or university, and to 
erect a high school building at a mini- 
mum cost of $3,000. Out of the state 
treasury would be appropriated $1,500 
‘a year toward the pay of teachers for 
I such school in each county, and epech 
county would be compelled to contribute 
not less than $1,000 a year towards the 
support of such a school.

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PASSED BY COUNEIL 


More Businesses Named and 
New Taxes Assessed When 
Amendment Is Offered. 


Council yesterday placed on its sec- 
ond reading and passed an amendment 
to the tax ordinance adopted at the 
last meeting. It was introduced by 
Councilman Renfroe at the request of 
Alderman Kelley. The amendment pro- 
vides for a tax on several businesses 
not listed in the old tax ordinance. 

Councilman Farlinger, chairman of 
the tax committee, voted for the paper 
and then gave notice of a reconsidera- 
tion. He was ruled out of order and 
told that he must call for a reconsider: 
ation atthe next meeting. 

The amendment provides for the fol~ 
lowing taxes: Automobile manufac- 
turer, $100; automobile manufacturers of 
trucks, $75; bicycles and motorcycle 
supplies, $25; professional bondsmen, 
100; billiard and, poolroom = supplies, 

50; elevator dealers, $50; feather reno- 
vators, $25; fish and oyster dealers, 
wholesale, $50; janitors’ supplies, $50; 
motion picture supply houses, $50; mo- 
tion picture schools, $50; overall manu- 
acturers, $50; office supply companien, 
$50; peddlers in,coal, coke and char- 
coal, $25; plow factories, $50; peddlers 
in popcorn, peanuts, etc., $25; railway 
news companies, $50; roofing manufac- 
turers, $50; tea and coffee dealers de- 
livering premiums from wagons, $200;

general still could co-ordinate the op- 
erations of the various regiments now 
beyond the line, probably with the 
senior colonel assigned to direct com- 
mand of the expedition. 

Effect on Carranza. 

In this connection officials here are 
known to be considering the effect 
this course might have on General Car- 
ranza’s suspicions as to the real pur- 
poses of the American government, The 
expedition, without a general officer 
in command, would lose something of 
its significance in military eyes, it is 
said, and could be viewed as nothing 
more than the policing force it was 
designed to be. Some officials believe 
this might not be lost upon General 
Carranza and would tend to bear out 
the assertions of the Washington gov- 
ernment that its troops would be with- 
drawn from Mexico as soon as the dan- 
rer of bandit raids across the border 
had been ended. 

Submission of the dual command pro- 
posal to General Pershing, however, 
was viewed here as San, the 
often reiterated statement that resi- 
dent Wilson is not now considering 
withdrawal of the expedition from 
Mexico. Final decision as to his course 
will await the reply to Secretary Lan- 
sing’s note demanding that General 
Carranza explain his hostile orders to 
his troops in the vicinity of the expe- 
ditionary columns. 

It can be stated on the highest au- 
thority that General Pershing'’s orders 
have.not been changed in any respect 
and that the shortening of his line was 
made necessary by purely military 
questions of supply and defense, deter- 
mined by himself and General Funston 
without reference to Washington. Com- 
plete lack of any local supplies of for- 
age as ll as the apparent imminence 
of a Mexican attack in force, led Gen- 
eral Pershing to order his men north- 
ward. 

Good Impression tn Mexvico. 

Eliseo Arredondo, Mexican amrbassa- 
dor designate, pointed out today that 
the movement of the American troops 
toward the border had created a good 
impression in Mexico City. He was 
hopeful that the differences between 
the two governments would be adjusted 
amicably. As supporting the declara- 
tions of his government that it was 
taking all possible steps to stop bandit 
operations in the border region, Dr. Ar- 
redondo said that as rapidly as Genera? 
Pershing’s men had moved northward, 
Mexican troops had taken their places 
and a strict police control of the ter- 
ritory had been maintained. 

This situation had already presented 
itself to state department officials. 
While the hostile utterances and or- 
ders of the de facto government have 
brought about a crisis, the object which 
the Washington government has con- 
sistently sought, it was pointed out, 
seems in a fair way toward being ac- 
complished. 


There never has been any purpose, , 


it was said, but to withdraw complete- 
ly from Mexico when the de facto gov- 
ernment showed the willingness and 
ability to furnish adequate milktary 
protection to the border region. That 
now is being given, apparently, in the 
sections from which General Pershing 
has withdrawn, although it also has

No Change in Willson Policy. 

It is not known whether this aspect 
of the sitUWUation has been called to 
President Wilson’s attention, or wheth- 
er it may be regarded as justifying 
further retirement toward the border. 
Up to this time, however, there has 
been no change in policy and no move- 
ments ordered by General, Pershing 
have been made with any other than 
military objects. 

The state department had no advices 
today regarding the probable date 
when a reply to the demand presented 
more than a week ago might be re- 
ceived. Mr. Arrecondo also professed 
ignorance of his government’s plans. 
The latest intimation reaching the state 
department was that the Mexican note 
would be transmitted through the em- 
bassy, although the ambassador felt 
certain it would come through Special 
Agent Rodgers at Mexico City. Mr. 
Arredondo emphatically denied sug- 
gestions that the communication al- 
ready had reached him and was being 
held up for telegraphic instructions to 
deliver it. That was the course pursued 
with the long demand for withdrawal 
of American troops sent several weeks 
ago which was brought by messenger 
from Mexico City. ‘ 

The war department press bureau to- 
night gave out this statement: 

“The rumor that the war department 
is considering the appointment of a 
commander-in-chief for all field forces 
along the border and in Mexico is pure- 
ly Se a and has no foundation 
n fact.” 


CHANGE URGED 


BY FUNSTON. 


San Antonio, Texas, July 3.—The di- 
vision of authority along the Mexican 
border was recommended to the war 
department by General Funston. He 
suggested tq@ the department that if 
general fleldfeperations in Mexico were 
undertaken greater efficiency would be 
displayed by the army if three major 
generals were placed in command, 

In his recommendations General 
Funston suggested that his own com- 
mand be reduced to a line extending 
from the guif to a point a short dis- 
tance east of El Paso, leaving El Paso 
in the district that has been placed 
in charge of General Pershing. 

The division of the long border line 
is a part of the plan worked out for 
general operations if such should be- 
come necessary. To General Funston’s 
staff his récommendations were known, 
but carefully kept secret as being too 
vital a part of the army plan for pre- 
mature publicity... Army officers here 
doubt that any one major general will 
be as south to be in supreme com- 
mand,
